PHYSICIAN-IN-CHIEF TAKES OFFICE AS 
PRESIDENT OF AMERICAN RHEUMATISM 
ASSOCIATION 


The following was released Thurs- 
day, June 10th, by The Arthritis 
News: 


Chicago, June 10 -- Dr. Charles L. 
Christian, professor of medicine 
of Cornell University Medical Col- 
lege and Physician-in-Chief at the 
Hospital for Special Surgery in 
New York City, was installed as 
40th president of the American 
Rheumatism Association Section of 
The Arthritis Foundation at the 
Hyatt Regency Chicago Hotel here 
today. 


Eminent rheumatologist and clini- 
Saaminvestigator, Dr. Christian is 
also director of the division of 
rheumatic diseases, New York Hos- 
pital Cornell Medical College, and 
adjunct professor at New York's 
prestigious Rockefeller University. 


From 1970-75 he served as editor 
of Arthritis and Rheumatism, the 
official journal of the 2500-mem- 
ber American Rheumatism Associ- 
ation. He personally is the 
author of more than 70 scientific 
reports. 


Dr. Christian has been associated 
with The Arthritis Foundation and 
the American Rheumatism Associ- 
ation during his entire profes- 
Sional career. He was a post- 
doctoral fellow supported by The 
Foundation in 1957-58. In recent 
years he has served on the Foun- 
dation's Medical Council, helping 
to shape its program in arthritis 
research, training and patient 
services.

"WINDOW WASHERS HANG TOUGH & LIVE"

Two window washers dangled help- 
lessly for 15 minutes seven floors 
above EB. 23rd/Strs yesterday be-= 
fore they were pulled to safety by 
two federal police officers as hun- 
dreds of morning rush-hour specta- 
tors shouted encouragement from 

the street. 


The window washers, identified as 
David Gibbs, 33, and Marcelino Gar- 
cia, 37, both employees of the Ve- 
terans Administration Hospital at 
First Ave. and 23rd St., were lo- 
wering a scaffold from the ninth 
floor of the hospital at 7:45 am 
when a cable jammed, forcing one 
Side of the platform to slip to 

the seventh floor. 


The two men, secured by safety 
straps attached to the roof of the 
18-story building, plunged the two 
floors and then hung there, crying 
for help to passersby below. 


Federal police in charge of secur- 
ity at the hospital said an uniden- 
tified woman spotted the two men 
and rushed inside the hospital shout: 
ing, "Two men are falling, they're 
going. to, dle. 


A hospital spokesman said two fede- 
ral officers, James Alger,32, and 
Juan Benitez, 36, ran to the street 
saw the two men, and hurried to 

the seventh floor.
